KATMANDU,  Nepal  <AP) 
— Col.  John  Hunt,  leader  of 
the  British  expedition  that 
conquered  Mount  Everest 
May  29.  arrived  here  Satur- 
day night  and  reported  his 
party  had  found  no  trace  of 
two  daring  Britons  who  dis- 
appeared near  the  Icy  summit 
of  the  world's  highest  moun- 
tain In  1924.

Hunt 
chuckled  with  delight  at  see- 
ing the  bright  electric  lights 
of  this  Nepalese  capital  after 
weeks  spent  In  numbing  cold 
on  the  tortuous  slopes  of 
Evcreat,  whose  conquest 
earned  him  a knighthood 
from  the  Queen. 

Turning  to  his  fellow  ad- 
venturers— Thomas  Bourdil- 
lon  and  Alfred  Gregory  — 
Hunt  said:  "Boys,  how  about 
seeing  a motion  picture?" 

Hunt,  42.  told  reporters  all 
members  of  his  party  are  re- 
turning In  good  health  and 
without  Injury. 

In  describing  the  final  as- 
sault Sunday  night.  Hunt 
said  Hillary  had  been  leading 
throughout  the  climb.  .Then 
Gregory  broke  In  to  say:  "It 
)•  Immaterial  who  * reached 
top  first  because  both  were 
roped  together  by  a 50  foot- 
long  rope  and  victory  goes 
to  both.”

Hunt  said  no  signs  were 
found  to  solve  the  myatery 
of  whether  two  British  climb- 
er,. George  Mallory  and  An- 
drew Irvine,  ever  reachad  the 
top.  Mallory  and  Irvine 
reached  within  a few  hundred 
feet  of  the  summit  in  1924. 
then  disappeared  in  the  mistf 
and  never  were  Men  again 

A British  expedition  which 
failed  In  1933  reported  It  had 
found  some  of  the  Mallory- 
Irvine  equipment  intact  on 
the  higher  reaches.  Hunt's 
team  had  hoped  to  find  the 
bodies. 

Earlier  reports  reaching 
here  by  native  runner,  from 
Hunt’s  expedition  said  Ten- 
sing fought  his  way  to  the 
summit  first  and  then  helped 
Hillary  up  over  the  final 
hump  of  ice  and  rock. 

Victory  over  Everest,  which

T4E  Greater  Victoria  School  Board  i« 
wise  in  having  deferred  a vote  on  the 
extension  of  school  accommodation  In  the 
area  until  the  municipal  elections  in 
December.  By  that  time  the  heat  and 
contention  of  the  provincial  and  federal 
election  campaigns  will  be  over.  British 
Columbia  will  have  a settled  government, 
relations  between  the  province  and  the 
.cities  will  be  clarified,  and  municipal  tax- 
payers will  be  in  a much  better  position 
to  judge  of  the  real  and  pressing  need  of 
this  or  of  equivalent  means  to  take  care 
of  the  growing  school  population  of 
Greater  Victoria.- 

Had  the  board  pressed  for  a deter- 
mination now'  the  case  would  have  had  to 
be  argued  in  the  midst  of  the  provincial 
election  aftermath  and  thp  coming  federal 
contest.  Neither  would  make  for  clear 
or  calm  judgment  on  an  issue  which  is ' 
essentially  one  this  community  must  settle 
on  its  own  merits.  The  five-year  building 
plan  laid  down  a few  years  ago  has  had 
to  be  extended  by  reason  of  unforeseen 


circumstances,  although  a good  start  was 
made  on  the  program.  To  suspend  the 
balance  of  the  plan  indefinitely  would  be 
to  nullify  the  result,  and  render  still  more 
complicated  the  task  of  adequate  provision 
for  current  student  rosters,  let  alone  those 
which  will  be  recorded  in  a few’  years’ 
time. 

By  timing  the  schools’  by-law  to  coin- 
cide with  the  December  civic  polls  the 
board  is  giving  fair  and  reasonable  notice 
of  Its  intention,  and  permitting  adequate 
time  in  which  the  thing  proposed  be  done 
and  the  reasons  for  that  can  be  more 
thoroughly  conveyed  to  the  public.  By 
that  time  also  both  the  city  and  its  sur- 
rounding municipal  neighbors  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  provincial  government  on 
the  other,  should  be  able  to  see  more 
clearly  into  the  future  than  might  be 
possible  just  now’.  What  this  community 
will  need  to  realize,  however,  is  that 
adequate  school  accommodation  must  tie 
planned  in  advance,  and  such  plans  can- 
not be  pigeon-holed  for  long  If  they  are 
to  prove  of  any  help. 


Good  Luck  to  Dragoon 


“How  are  you  making  out,  Abler?" 


WITH  Capt.  W.  B.  Holms  and  his  crew 
of  10  amateur  sailors  when  they 
leave  Victoria  on  Thursday  evening 
aboard  the  ketch  Dragoon  will  go  the  best 
wishes  of  Victoria  yachtsmen  for  success 
in  the  biennial  race  to  Honolulu,  starting 
from  San  Pedro  on  July  4.  Dragoon  is 
the  first  Canadian  entry  in  the  Honolulu 
race  since  the  late  G.  P.  Ashe  of  Victoria 
raced  his  Nattose  in  the  world's  longest 
ocean  classic  bark  in  1912.  The  result 
of  the  1953  race  therefore  will  have  par- 
ticular interest  for  British  Columbia  and 
the  Dominion. 

Conditions  have  changed  much  since 
the  days  when  entrants  sailed  the  Hono- 
lulu race  without  benefit  of  radio  and 
direction-finding  aids,  but  the  contest  still 
is  as  severe  a test  of  seamanship  as  ever 
It  was,  taking  anywhere  from  10  days  to 
tw’o  weeks  or  more  from  starting  line  to 
the  finish  off  Diamond  Head.  Big  as  she 
looks  in  these  waters.  Dragoon  is  small 
by  comparison  with  many  of  the  yachts 
from  United  State*  Pacific  Coast  clubs 
against  which  she  will  race.  On  a compli- 
cated system  of  rating  and  time  allowance, 


all  ships  will  compete  on  equal  terms  in 
theory,  although  no  formula  has  yet  been 
devised  that  can  take  into  the  reckoning 
all  the  factors  that  make  one  ship  sail 
faster  than  another.  Seamanship,  daring 
and  the  plotting  of  courses  to  take  the 
best  advantage  of  wind  and  weather — plus 
luck  sometimes — remain  the  most  impor- 
tant elements  in  ocean  racing.  As  the 
recent  Sxviftsure  Lightship  Classic  demon- 
strated. one  of  the  smallest  ships  in  a race 
can  often  iPad  her  much  larger  competi- 
tors across  the  finishing  line,  regardless 
of  time  allowances. 

Capt.  Holms'  decision  to  enter  Dragoon 
puts  a Nova  Scotia-built  ship  flying  the 
Blue  Ensign  of  Canada  and  the  burgee  of 
Royal  Victoria  Yacht  Club  on  the  chart  of 
the  North  Pacific  Ocean,  and  thereby 
doubles  the  Interest  all  British  Columbia 
yachting  enthusiasts  take  in  a thrilling 
ocean  contest.  Whether  or  not  Dragoon 
can  bring  the  pennant  ^if  victory'  back  to 
Victoria,  her  course  and  fortunes  will  be 
followed  here  with  hope  for  good  sailing, 
and  her  crew  with  the  envy  of  many  an 
ardent  sailor  who  would  give  much  to  be 
aboard. 


Thinking  AJoud 


Twenty  Minutes  at  the  Top 


WHAT  it  feels  like  to  he  truly  "on  top 
of  the  world”  for  20  minutes  was 
told  yesterday  by  Sir  Edmund  Hillary  and 
Tensing  in  first  interviews  on  the  return 
of  the  British  Everest  expedition  to  civili- 
zation. On  realizing  their  victory  the  two 
climbers  had  embraced  one  another.  They 
looked  out  over  the  Tibetan  scene  as  no 
other  living  person  has  seen  it  from  the 
same  stance.  Sir  Edmund  noted  the  par- 
ticularly fine  day  for  that  part  of  the 
world.  The  Sherpa  guide  cast  his  eyes 
on  "K2,"  the  peak  next  in  altitude  to 
Everest,  and  said  goodbye  to  the  big  peak 
Itself.  Other  men  may  stand  there  in 
time  but  it  is  not  likely  that  these  two 
will  meet  again  at  the  same  place,  yet 
between  them  there  will  be  a bond  which 
will  hold  good  for  the  balance  of  their 
lifetimes.  They  have  shared  great  danger 
together. 

While  to  the  alpinist  their  feat  Is 
supromp.  to  the  philosopher  the  human 
reactions  are  by  far  the  more  interesting 
What  does  it  really  feel  like  to  be  on 
top  of  the  world  for  20  minutes?  Tho 
struggle  to  get  there  and  the  difficulty 


of  descending  aside,  this  is  the  highest 
spot  on  earth,  that  place — unlivable  and 
untenable  as  it  is— from  which  all  direc- 
tions can  only  lead  downward.  The  view 
they  had  could  not  have  been  much  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  an  airplanp  pilot  flying 
over  the  same  great  range,  only  the  sense 
of  conquest  would  be  unique.  This  was  an 
earned  goal. 

Man,  of  course,  carried  his  symbols 
with  him  to  the  top  of  the  world.  The 
flags  of  the  United  Nation.*,  Great  Britain 
and  Nepal  could  be  placed  there  with  just 
pride.  The  friendship  between  these  two 
men,  daring  so  much  and  relying  com- 
pletely on  one  another,  could  not  be  left 
there  as  a symbol,  yet  it  may  prove  to 
have  been  one  of  the  moat  important  ones 
of  the  day.  At  the  top  of  the  world,  on 
Mount  Everest,  there  is  no  room  for 
"strangers"  and  man  may  only  survive 
through  honest  co-operation  and  sincere 
good  will.  There  Is  no' larger  challenge 
before  the  world  today  than  just  that. 
This  world  has  grown  too  small  for 
"strangers"  anywhere.  It  was  a great 
occasion — and  it  had  great  men-

It 
also  • makes  clear  the  distinction  between 
universal  oldage  pensions  and  old-age  assist- 
ance which  the  federal  government  pay*  needy 
cithtena  between  65  and  69  years  of  age.  The 
editorial  goes  on  to  say,  "The  universal  pen 
aton  ...  la  a form  of  annuity.  Each  citiren 
will  contribute  to  the  fund  during  hii  working 
years  basically  according  to  his  ability  to  pay 
. . . Whgn  each  citizen  reaches  7a  the  govern- 


ment wUl  start  paying  him  back  his  contribu 
tlon*  M 

This  U very  Interesting  Indeed,  but  I would 
like  to  raise  s few  point*  the  editorial  did  not 
mention  at  all.  What  about  a young  woman 
who  marries  around  20  a*  so  many  Canadian 
girls  now  do.  It  may  well  be  that  she  will  be 
a housewife  all  the  rest  of  her  life,  without 
an  income  of  her  own.  But  ahe  will  n^ed  a 
pension  Juat  as  much  as  any  man  or  more  so. 
Who  pays  her  contribution*  to  the  oldage 
pension  fund?

Reports  from  Ottawa 


THE  Liberals’  master  planner  in 
the  Pacific  area  wa«  back  in 
Ottawa  the  day  after  the  British  Co- 
lumbia elecjiun  to  lell  Ihe  boss  about 
the  disaster. 

Fisheries  Minister  Jimmy  Sinclair 
flew  all  night  to  get  here.  He  grabbed 
a sheaf  of  Canadian  Press  election 
returns  as  soon  as  he  got  in  and 
mulled  over  them.  Then  he  held  a 
bull  session  with  two  old  political 
cronies — Jack  Gibson,  Ihe  Independ- 
ent MP  for  Comox  Albernl,  w ho  usu- 
ally support*  the  Liberals,  and  po- 
litically astute  George  Mcllraith,  par- 
liamentary assistant  to  Trade  Min- 
ister Howe— <>n  the  theory  that  three 
heads  are  better  than  one. 

They  weren't.  The  problem  facing 
Sinclair  was  how  to  analyze  B.C, 
politic*  for  Prime  Minister  St.  Laur- 
ent and  the  rest  of  the  cabinet  in  the 
light  of  the  new  Social  Credit  victory. 
But  ail  efforta  at  analyst*  boiled 
down  to  one  conclusion:  In  an  August 
election  the  Grits  will  do  well  to 
save  four  or  fis-e  of  the  11  seata  they 
won  In  B.C.  In  1949.

Politicians  converged  on  Ottawa 
from  all  directions'  last  week.  The 
same  day  the  puzzled  and  despondent 
Sinclair  arrived  in  the  capital.  Pro- 
gressive Conservative  leader  George 
Drew  breezed  into  town,  fresh  from 
London  and  the  Coronation. 

Faced  u-lth  ihe  news  of  the  Tories' 
dismal  showing  In  B.C..  where  the 
popular  vole  for  Ihe  PCs  dropped 
from  17  to  5 per  cent  In  a year,  he 
tried  whistling  past  the  graveyard. 
The  Snored*  won.  he  opined,  hecauae 
B.C.  voter*  had  to  choose  between 
Social  Credit  and  the  CCF.  In  the 
federal  election,  he  argued,  they 
wouldn't  be  confronted  with  such  a 
Hobson  * Choice.  Thus  Tuesday’*  re- 
sults "won’t  affect  the  federal  cam 
palgn."
